Double Patenting 

8. The nonstatutory double patenting rejection is based on a judicially created 
doctrine grounded in public policy (a policy reflected in the statute) so as to prevent the 
unjustified or improper timewise extension of the "right to exclude" granted by a patent 
and to prevent possible harassment by multiple assignees. See In re Goodman, 1 1 
F.3d 1046, 29 USPQ2d 2010 (Fed. Cir. 1993); In re Longi, 759 F.2d 887, 225 

USPQ 645 (Fed. Cir. 1985); In re Van Ornum, 686 F.2d 937, 214 USPQ 761 (CCPA 
1982); In re Vogel, 422 F.2d 438, 164 USPQ 619 (CCPA 1970);and, In re Thorington, 
418 F.2d 528, 163 USPQ 644 (CCPA 1969). 

A timely filed terminal disclaimer in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .321© may be used 
to overcome an actual or provisional rejection based on a nonstatutory double patenting 
ground provided the conflicting application or patent is shown to be commonly owned 
with this application. See 37 CFR 1 .130(b). 
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Effective January 1 , 1994, a registered attorney or agent of record may sign a 
terminal disclaimer. A terminal disclaimer signed by the assignee must fully comply with 
37 CFR 3.73(b). 

9. Claims 48-88 of the instant application are provisionally rejected on the ground of 
nonstatutory obviousness-type double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 1-33 
of U.S. Patent No. 7,497,887 to Baumann. Although the conflicting claims are not 
identical, they are not patentably distinct from each other because the instant 
application claims are generic to the patented claims. More specifically, the elements 
recited in instant claims 48-88 (such as the filter element, two-piece housing, screw cap, 
connection members/means, intermediate bell-shaped cap, hooks, etc.) are clearly 
found within the conflicting claims 1-33. Accordingly, since the sets of claims in both 
applications essentially recite the same elements, these sets of claims, although not 
alike, are not patentably distinct from each other giving rise to this double patenting 
rejection. 



Claim Rejections - 35 U.S.C. § 112, second paragraph 

10. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out 
and distinctly claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his 
invention. 

1 1 . Claims 48-88 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 
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The second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. § 112 requires a claim to particularly point 
out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as the invention. 
Under In re Hammack, 427 F.2d 1378, 166 USPQ 204 (CCPA 1970) and In re Moore, 
169 USPQ 236 (CCPA 1971), claims must be analyzed to determine their metes and 
bounds so that it is clear from the claim language what subject matter the claims 
encompass. This analysis must be performed in light of the applicable prior art and the 
disclosure. The definiteness of the claims is important to allow others who wish to enter 
the market place to ascertain the boundaries of protection that are provided by the 
claims. Ex parte Kristensen, 10 USPQ 2d 1701, 1703 (BPAI 1989). 

One of the purposes of 35 U.S.C. § 112, second paragraph, "is to provide those 

who would endeavor, in future enterprise, to approach the area circumscribed by the 

claims of a patent, with adequate notice demanded by due process of law, so that they 

may more readily and accurately determine the boundaries of protection involved and 

evaluate the possibility of infringement and dominance." In re Hammack, supra. As set 

forth in Amgen Inc. v. Chugai Pharmaceutical Co., Ltd., 927 F.2d 1200, 1217, 18 

USPQ2d 1016, 1030 (Fed. Cir. 1991). 

The statute requires that "[t]he specification shall conclude with one or more claims 
particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the subject matter which the applicant 
regards as his invention." A decision as to whether a claim is invalid under this provision 
requires a determination whether those skilled in the art would understand what is 
claimed. See Shatterproof Glass Corp. v. Libbey-Owens Ford Co., 758 F.2d 613, 624, 
225 USPQ 634, 641 (Fed. Cir. 1985) (claims must "reasonably apprise those skilled in 
the art" as to their scope and be "as precise as the subject matter permits."). 

12. The pending claims fail to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject 
matter which applicant regards as the invention and are therefore of indeterminate 
scope for the following reasons: 
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Claims 48, 87, and 88: The recitation of "wherein the screw cap and the 
intermediate cap comprise detachable connection members that can be brought in 
engagement with each other and are arranged to transmit at least one of axial tractive 
forces and axial tractive and compressive forces" is indefinite because it is unclear to 
what element(s) the forces are transmitted. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 3. The terms used in this respect are given their broadest reasonable interpretation 
in their ordinary usage in context as they would be understood by one of ordinary skill in 
the art, in light of the written description in the specification, including the drawings, 
without reading into the claim any disclosed limitation or particular embodiment. See, 
e.g., In re Am. Acad. ofSci. Tech. Ctr., 367 F.3d 1359, 1364 (Fed. Cir. 2004); In re 
Hyatt, 211 F.3d 1367, 1372 (Fed. Cir. 2000); In re Morris, 127 F.3d 1048, 1054-55 (Fed. 
Cir. 1997); In reZletz, 893 F.2d 319, 321-22 (Fed. Cir. 1989). 

The Examiner interprets claims as broadly as reasonable in view of the 
specification, but does not read limitations from the specification into a claim. Elekta 
Instr. S.A.v.O.U.R. Sci. Int'l, Inc., 214 F.3d 1302, 1307 (Fed. Cir. 2000). "A claim is 
anticipated only if each and every element as set forth in the claim is found, either 
expressly or inherently described, in a single prior art reference." Verdegaal Bros. Inc. v. 
Union Oil Co. of California, 814 F.2d 628, 631 (Fed. Cir. 1987). 
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14. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed 
publication in this or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

15. Claims 48-88 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as being clearly 
anticipated by WO 2004/007052 A1. 

WO 2004/007052 A1 discloses a separating device with the recited elements of 
the claims in seen in Figures 1-12. 

Applicant cannot rely upon the foreign priority papers to overcome this rejection 
because a translation of said papers has not been made of record in accordance with 
37CFR1.55. See MPEP § 201.15. 

Conclusion 

16. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure.
